So then I go looking for Marconi 
Radio International: see EUROPE. However, rechecking for RNASG at 1614 
finds it has now come on, an hour late, at S5-S7; 1735 talking about 
the pandemia; 1907 still on at S8-S9, ‘‘ésta es una experiencia 
inolvidable**, presumably wintering in Antarctica; reading several 
greetings from listeners, or family? Altho quite a readable signal 
now, just barely visible on the waterfall, less even than 15190 
Inconfidéncia, much less than 15580 & 15730 VOA; 1910 song; 1911 IDs 
in Spanish, German, English (that it’s in Spanish), and another, 
sounds Korean but not a RAE language, on ‘Corazon Antartico’ show. 
2010 recheck still going with greetings; 2038 music; still past 2100. 
Concludes at 2133-2137% with *‘Antartida’* theme song and off without 
further sign-off. Hard to copy lyrix but includes ‘‘hielo, hielo, y 
mas hielo’*. I recorded it and maybe will play it on WOR sometime? I 
also go searching for it. There are two or three Antartida songs in 
Spanish, but none match this one. Now may we say hasta luego, hasta el 


otono sur? (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*x*x AUSTRALIA. 5055, Nov 3 at 0740, JBA carrier, presumed the 1 kw, 
AKZ, Innisfail, Queensland, starting to show up before sunset approx. 
0824 UT, now that I’m awake late enough (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx AUSTRIA. 5930, Nov 4 at 0058, BBC in some language, not too much 
problem from 5935 WWCR. Probably Dari as HFCC shows Prs at 0030-0100 &

*xk CANADA. 2749-USB, Nov 3 at 0742 UT, weak marine weather in English 
by roboyl. DXinfocentre.com/mb.htm shows it’s VCO, Sydney, Nova Scotia, 
550 watts with the first broadcast of the early morning starting at 
0740 UT among the 3 other stations in the NS area 2749 is time-shared 
with. 


2598-USB, Nov 3 at 0743, weak marine weather in English by roboyl 
sounds quite like 2749 but probably not //. Dxinfocentre.com/mb shows 
this one is VCP-4, Placentia, Newfoundland, 3000 watts, with the first 
broadcast of the early morning starting at 0737 UT among the 5 other 
stations in the NL area 2598 is time-shared with. During DST I was 
hearing some of these an hour earlier so suspect their schedules be 
time-shifted altho not so specified. Now they appear to match (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xx CHINA. CNR1 jammer survey, Nov 1 at 2307: 7540 Chinese S9, // 
weaker 7810, 7470; at 2321, 6125; 2322, JBA Chinese 11170, 10920, 
10870; JBA carriers on 11120, 11070, many of same SOH jam frequencies 
heard in our mornings. 7540 is jamming RFA Tibetan via Kuwait; 7470 is 
RFA Tibetan via Tajikistan, both this hour only. 7810 is an SOH 
frequency but Aoki does not have it on and jammed at this hour. 6125 
is a legit CNR1 non-jammer channel. 


Around grayline, I have some other non-CNR1 // Chineses: at 2310, 
7325, which is CRI Cantonese via Kunming. And at 2322 on 6140, vocal 
operatic which is same service and site. 


6900, at 2315, something weak, Chinese? Yes, a SOH xjammer. 


[and non] 6100, at 2320 Nov 1, Chinese music, i.e. CRI Portuguese via 


Beijing short-path to here but aiming long-path 318 degrees, and // 
13650 same via CUBA, but on the latter, modulation cutting on & off, 
while NHK is continuously audible underneath. This service continues 
to be xnothingx but music fill for years now! Something’s always wrong 
at RadioCuba as well as CRI (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xx CHINA [non]. 15700, Nov 2 at 1500, S9+20/30 of dead air except for 
big hum, then trace of CRI English modulation, ex-11880 via CUBA. By 
1505 modulation has crept up a bit but still awful. Something's always 
wrong at RadioCuba (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xx CHINA [non]. 15700, Nov 4 at 1523, CRI English via CUBA is S9+30 
but just barely modulated, with hum. Something’s always wrong at 
RadioCuba (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) More B-20 CRI relays: see CUBA 


xx COLOMBIA? 4940, Nov 3 at 0331, anonymous mystery missionary station 
still going with gospel huxter in Spanish, S8/S9+10 into Bonaire SDR 
with typical -5v Hz carrier offset in SynchAM mode. 


Despite having found Timed-Delay-of-Arrival direxion finding useless 
before, I decide to try it again. Three Kiwi sites I can employ are 
Pardinho, Brasil; Trinidad; and TWR Dominican Republic. They conclude 
4940 is ‘‘most likely’* at 3.20 degrees north, minus 69.80 longitude, 
which is in east-central Colombia, or Barrara Minas, Guainia. This is 
not too far from Puerto Ayacucho, Venezuela, just across the border, 
one of the previous outcomes, so together they become somewhat more 
credible as a general area. But then at 0345 I run it again with 
different Kiwis: Vilhena, Brasil; Bonaire; and Cariaru, Brasil. This 
time they put it at 13.50 north, -157.50 west, which is in the N 
Pacific Ocean, off the coast SW of Mexico. I think not (Glenn Hauser,

xx CUBA. 5954, Nov 2 at 2312, Cuban pulse jamming centred here, a 
legacy disservice originally drawn by the Costa Rican transmitter of 
Radio Republica, remember that? Which has been gone for many years 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


**x CUBA. 6145, UT Mon Nov 2 at 0213-0218, RHC English with *‘DXers 


Unlimited’, Derwin? Jones substituting for Arnie who has a “sore 
throat*’*, but the script is typical Arnie stuff about propagation and 
ham radio, lasting only 5 minutes. Just confirming DXUL still exist 
around these times for next DX/SWL/MEDIA PROGRAMS update pending 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 13700, Nov 2 at 1538, VP S5-S6 signal, must be RHC but 
dreadfully weak, for music is // 11760 which is suptorted! As is 
15140. // 15230 is a little better. At 1540 I find more RHC still on 
air, nominally until 1600 now? or slipshod: 9535 not distorted but 
fluttery; and 7350 very poor and undermodulated. Somethings always 
wrongs at RHC. It may be another week before intentional B-20 changes 
settle in as Arnie plays catch-up. Individual Spanish program times 
should already have shifted one UT hour later (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 6145, Nov 3 at 0732, RHC English still on an extra hour, 
$9+20 with sufficient modulation and // 6000. This may mean the NAm 
English span has all shifted an hour later to 0100-0800 instead of 
0000-0700. Due to end of DST in USA, as a Running Dog of Yanqui 
Imperialism. 


5910, Nov 3 at 0736, RHC English is here too! Starting ‘Focus on 
Africa’ which is musical, $9+20. This frequency has been used before 
for CRI relays earlier, not RHC itself, so could be an error at this 
hour. 6100 however is off so maybe ex-that.

6000, Nov 4 at 0013, RHC in suptorted Spanish, presumably the ‘Mesa 
Redonda’ * TV show soundtrack shifted as usual an hour later after DST, 
nominally 00-01 weekdays, and // 11950, but no signal there to the 
Virginia SDR where I am checking all these. Also NOT on now is 6145 
the other NAm English frequency which used to start at 0000, now 0100? 
Also NOT to be heard are Spanish: 11760, 9640; 6060 has something with 
Qu’ ran, and 6100 China’s Portuguese service music fill direct. 


5040, Nov 4 at 0015, however is on now in English, probably the only 
one at this hour per winter scheduling. 


At 0050 Nov 4, I check Cuban frequencies direct: JBA carriers on 
11800, 11760, 11670 which match for Cuba; propagation extremely 
degraded but you would not know it from WWV at 0000: K-index only 1, 


no storms, and solar flux for Nov 3 was a ‘high’ 83! No signal on 9640 
but 9535 is S7-S8. WRMI not making it on 9 MHz either but OK on 7 
MHz. 


6180, Nov 4 at 0100, now very fast SAH between RNA Brasil and must be 
the CRI CUBA relay back here despite collision last winter. Brasil was 
solo before 0100 but disturbed and // much weaker 11780. 


6145, Nov 4 at 0102, RHC has just come on here with dead air, then JIP 
English modulation, and also now on weaker // 6000. 5040 now has 
switched to Kriyol (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) See also PERU [and non] 


**x CUBA [and non]. 5980, Nov 3 at 0734, Cuban jamming against no 
Marti, instead trying to save us from those nasty WWCR leapfrog mixing 
products, JBA underneath jam the 5890/5935 huxters which are very 
strong this night on fundamentals (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 6100, Nov 4 at 0708, RHC English back on here with hum, // 
better 6145 only, and NOT 5910 which was active last night instead of 
6100, mistake? Also OFF now are 6000, 5040. Something's always wrong 
at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 13700, Nov 4 at 1527, RHC Spanish again much weaker than 
usual, poor S6-S8 during ‘Sonido Cubano’ music. Also // 15140, and 
stronger than usual 9535 at S9+10. At this level one could hardly 
expect any spurs out of 13700 to audiblize. Something's always wrong 
at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR)

xx EUROPE. 7720-USB, Oct 31 at *1559, Marconi Radio National comes on 
for publicized 16-17 broadcast, VP S5-S6 via UTwente, first with IS 
and IDs; 1601 YL gives address in English; then in Italian, German, 
French; 1602 some music, 1605 Italian talk and I suspect the rest of 
show will be in that language, anyhow too weak. Back to Antarctica 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*k GUINEA. 9650, Oct 31 at 0614, hilife music and French talk, S4-S5, 
presumed Conakry as recently reactivated. Have not heard them at later 
dayparts nor seen many other reports, so wonder if active mornings 
only. Manuel Méndez, Spain, who discovered them back Oct 27 until at 
least 0905, says they cut off at 0737 Oct 28. Dave Kenny replied on 
the WOR iog, ‘‘Great to have Guinea back on SW. I first noted it back

Beware of North Korea on 9650, but 
per Arnulf does not start until 0730, all in Japanese until 1317v and

Seems Italy/Slovenia area is a hotspot for 17m activity and/or 
propagation to here.

No doubt attacking Echo of Hope, one of their several jumparound 
frequencies this week as confirmed by Ron Howard on Nov 3. Unless I 
can modify my own sleephours depending on local time, during CST I may 
be awake as late as 0730 UT instead of 0630, e.g. audiblizing stuff 
like this as it’s nearing winter sunset on the peninsula, 0833 at 
P*yongyang (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xk KURDISTAN [non]. 15600, Nov 2 at 1459, **Dengé Amerika’* ID and off 
1500*. It’s VOA Kurdish via Woofferton UK at 14-15 (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WOR) 


*xx MADAGASCAR. 17570, Oct 30 at 2016, VP S9-S6 talk in unknown 
language, 2028 open carrier, 2030* off. HFCC shows it’s AWR in Mos 
language, 250 kW at 295 degrees favorably USward. WRTH shows it is 
Mossi, where else, under UK page 496; EiBi readme.txt does not include 
either spelling in exhaustive language list! Wikipedia says it’s the 
same as Moore + various spellings, which is; almost 8 mega speak it in 
Burkina Faso and five nearby countries. And they are on the road to SD 
Adventism (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx MEXICO. 560, Nov 2 at 0629 UT, ID in passing as I tune across, 
sounds like **La Serena - 98.1°*. But no such slogan is listed for any 
Mexican or any Latin American, and there are no US SS on 560. Instead 
I think it must have been: 


XEGIK, Monclova, Coahuila, which is my nearest XE anyway, per IRCA
